Duration, Three Dajs, 
The Convention wu called to 
order by Bra. E. L. Ybder, of 
Falls City, Nab., chairman of the 
Executive Committee, in the up- 
per College Chapel, on Wednes- 
day morning, Sept. 21nt, at 9. 
Bro. Bash drooh ducted the re- 
ligious services. 

Bro. Isaac Ki I heftier made the 
address ot welcome as follows : 
Dear Brethren and Bisters, I 
I acknowledge the bo nor conferred 
upon me in being permitted to 
make this address of welcome. 
When we receive into our midst 
a friend, we always feel to give 
him a hearty welcome into our 
homes, for we expect to be bene- 
fited by coming in contact with 
the good, pure and the true. So 
my dear Christian brethren we 
expect to be benefited by being 
thus brought together as we are 
this morning in convention as- 
sembled, believing you have all 
come here imbued with the spirit 
of Christ, and consequently are 
' his children, therefore it is a 
pleasant dutf to welcome you 
here this beautiful morning. 
Trusting we have met tor the 
purpose of advancing the inter 
est of Christ's church here upon 
earth, and to develop our educa- 
tional interests, our missionary 
interests, and every interest that 
has for its object oar happiness, 
and the welfare of our beloved 
Zion, we give you a most hearty 
welcome. If, however, any have 
come with selfish ends to accom- 
i plish, or any partisan measures 
to advocate, or anything that is 
not for the good of the general 
brotherhood, for such we have no 
welcome. In view, then, of our 
past history, seeing that we have 
been cast out, ostracized, perse- 
cuted, evil spoken ot, and our 
name cast out before the world, 
as of the lowest, and why was 
all this ? Was it because of evil 
doings that we were thus treat- 
ed ? No, verily not, for only the 
ignoramus could have believed 
that this earnest sincere body of 
Christians deeire was for any 
1 thing but the glory ot God and 
the good of the people. In view 
then, of all that we have passed 
through, and of all the glorious 
work that we have accomplished, 
we trust you are all prepared by 
the spirit of meekness to still do 
greater and better work for the 
Master, and in the spirit of 
meekness and brotherly love, are 
ready for the work of this con- 
vention. Therefore, in behalf of 
us all, I bid you a hearty welcome, 
and may your deliberations be so 
guided that God can also bid you 
welcome: And again I say, wel- 
i. come, welcome, thrice welcome 
are yon. 
Bro. E. L. Yoder replied : 
Bro. Chairman ; You have 
heard the emphatic assurances 
from Bro. KUhefner that this 


convention is welcome at Ash- 
land. In behalf of the Executive 
Committee, upon which devolved 
the duty of locating the conven- 
tion, and the convention itself, I 
am constrained, to return hearty 
thanks for this welcome recep- 
tion. As far as the Executive 
Committee is concerned, we long 
eince knew that the convention 
would be welcome here. 

When the Committee had its 
session at Falls City last Febru- 
ary, the Ashland church was the 
only church that responded ot 
itself, for itself and by itself with 
a re q nest tor the location of the 
convention. And this request 
from Ashland came to us backed 
up with argument which showed 
that they were in dead earnest in 
wanting the convention. Now, 
the entertainment of the conven- 
tion is quite a di&erent thing, I 
take it, from entertaining the in- 
dividuals which compose the 
convention. It is not a matter 
of individual hospitality or hoe 
pitality toward individuals on a 
large scale that will accrue to 
the credit of the Ashland church 
in this connection. They have a 
large balance in their favor of 
that bind of hospitality, and the 
surplus shows no signs ot dimin- 
ution. I have checked from it 
frequently, and the checks have 
always been, honored at par. 
But this church was willing to 
entertain the convention and that 
signifies something. This con- 
vention has not developed yet 
and it is a matter of faith and 
confidence whether it will make 
the place that entertains it fa- 
mous or only notorious, whether 
it will bring honor or dishonor. 

lithe Bethlehem innkeeper 
would have known the character 
of the distinguished gneat which 
be had opportunity to entertain, 
he would have turned every oth- 
er guest out of hie inn to make 
room tor the infant Redeemer. 
But he did not know his oppor- 
tunity to make himself illustrious. 

Ashland does not know what 
the character ot this convention 
will he to which it has consented 
to attach its name to be recorded 
in the annals of Dunkard church 
history. But the true and tried 
and devoted tew who constitute 
the Brethren church at Ashland 
have faith in the eternal princi- 
ples of the Brethren church, and 
confidence in the wisdom, piety 
and devotion to principle iu those 
who will constitute this conven- 
tion that they will conduct it in 
a manner to promote the cause 
of Christ, and reflect honor upon 
the place after which it will be 
named.

Liu I singer for temporary chair- 
man and Bro, E. L. Yorder was 
elected temporary secretary.

The committee on rules report- 
ed as follows: 

Your committee recommend 
that "Robert's Rules of Order" 
■hall be followed for the regula- 
tion of this convention ; and for 
deportment of the members, we 
recommend the adoption of the 
Golden Rule given by the Master 
that "we should do unto others 
as we would they should do unto 
us." 

That the speeches shall be con- 
fined to 10 minutes, and the time 
only increased by special consent 
oi the convention. 

That no person shall be per- 
mitted to speak more than twice 
on the same question.

There was a little discussion 
as to the prerogative or power of 
the committee on credentials. 
After the misunderstanding was 
cleared, business was resumed. 

Sister Perry, chairman of the 
committee of Women's work, 
handed in her report, suggesting 
that the committee be recon- 
structed by the convention. 

Ashland, Ohio, Sept. 21, 1887. 

To the members of this con- 
vention greeting. 

The report which we have to 
make is both meagre and unsat- 
isfactory. 

Very soon after Bro. Yoder 
informed me that I bad been ap- 
pointed a member of this commit- 
tee, I wrote to each of the other 
members, and to some of them I 
have written repeatedly. One 
sister answered that she was will- 
ing to do anything that she 
could, and expressed herself as 
being very anxious to see the 
work prosper. She had no plan 
to offer, or suggestions to make, 
but was willing to do anything 
that might be considered best. 
" Another only answered through 
the paper, saying that she 
thought there had been a mistake 
made in selecting her as she felt 
herself incapable of serving in 
that capacity. 

Another wrote me who seemed 
to be grieved over treatment 
received at the hands of some of 
the brethren, and refused to 
serve for that reason. 

From a fourth I did not hear 
until about three weeks since, 
when she wrote me saying that 
she expected to attend the con- 
vention and would be happy to 
do anything that might be con- 
sidered beet. 

Although thus far success has 
not attended our efforts, yet we 
tee I sure that the object for which 
we wish to labor is a worthy one, 
and we do not wish to relinquish 
it just because we have met with 
a lew discouragements. 

We would therefore ask of this 
convention to reconstruct this 
committee and appoint a com- 
mittee from the sisters present, 


that they may hold a session at 
some time during this meeting, 
and have a report to present yet 
before this convention adjourns.

By motion the chair was ap- 
pointed to reconstruct the com- 
mittee. The following commit- 
tee was appointed :

"That E. Mason, W. L. Span- 
ogle, and A. Pearson be appoin- 
ed a committee on committees, 
whose duty it shall be to report 
the number and kind of commit- 
tees necessary for the work of 
thiB convention." 

The committee reported as fol- 
lows: 

Your committee report the fol- 
lowing committees necessary ; 

Committee on Program, to 
consist of three ; Committee on 
Literature, to consist of five; 
Committee on Education, to con- 
sist of seven ; Committee on Mis- 
sion work, to consist of five; 
Committee for the Regulation of 
Future Conventions, to consist oi 
seven ; Committee ou Resolutious, 
to consist ot five.

Report was adopted, 

P. J. Brown moved that the 
work of nominating the persons 
to constitute these committees be 
referred buck to the committee on 
committees. The motion brought 
out much discussion, hut was 
eventually passed. 

The committee nominated the 
following committee on Pro- 
gram : J, D. McFaden, J. W. 
Smonee and Josiah Keim. For 
the committee on Resolutions, 
Geo, De Bolt, J. M. Tombangh, 
B. L. Gordon, W. C. Perry, J. G. 
Snyder. 

E. L. Hilderbrand moved that 
this convention be a delegate 
convention. 

J. H. Swihart was opposed to 
the motion because we are Con- 
gregational and that this will be 
the first step toward centraliza- 
tion of power. 

A. L. Garber spoke against it, 
D. F. Ramsey and W. L. Span- 
ogle made speeches in its favor. 

S. U. Bashor said that mass 
conventions were a failure ao far 
as their usefulness and practica- 
bility was concerned. The de- 
cisions of the Dayton convention 
were not noticed, although they 
were endorsed by all present 
The convention decided to have 
a hymn book, yet every one went 
home and used what they like, 
and so it was with other matters. 

J. C. Cassel said that the 
churches in the east did not ex- 
pect it to be a delegate conven- 
tion. 

H. G. Ullery and J. M. Ritt- 
gers were in favor of the motion. 

E. L. Yoder, on behalf of the 
executive committee, said that 
they did not know the extent of 
the power with which they were 
invested. So they considered
